Dear Mr. Dulles: 

As you may know, with the assignment of General Schow to my office, 
wishing to take advantage of his extensive background in intelligence 
matters as well as his other outstanding attributes, I have made him my 
Deputy for Intelligence Matters. This causes him to replace General 
Willems who has been assigned as my General Deputy. 

We have always felt that the Deputy for Intelligence in G-2 was 
admirably placed intelligence-wise to recommend him as the Chairman of 
the IAC Watch Committee. General Willems feels that his present assign- 
ment withdraws him from the essential close contact with intelligence 
and that therefore it is less desirable for him to be Chairman of the 
Watch Committee than would be our Deputy for Intelligence. 

In view of General Schow' s broad experience and established ability 
in intelligence matters, and the very great contribution he can make to 
the Watch function, I should like to take the liberty of recommending 
that consideration be given to relieving General Willems as the Chairman 
of the Watch Committee, substituting for him General Schow.
